Rescue Two Victims. 

Hallman, by almost super-human | 
strength, extricated himself from the | 
wreckage and reached the surface of 
the water only to find that Me. 
Namara and Simpson were pinned on 
the bottom. He shouted for help, and 
Watterson, who had stopped the ear 
in the meantime, came to the rescue 
and the two dived back into the water 
and brought the bleeding and half- 
drowned men to the surface. where 
others who had gathered on the bank 
assisted them out of the water. 

McNamara and Simpson were in 
semi-conscious condition, and the for- 
mer was bleeding profusely from ugly 

cuts about the face and was partially 
aaedioned from being crushed in the 
fall down the embankment, Simpson 
was revived within a few minutes and 
an examination disclosed that aside 
from the effects of swallowing a 
quantity of water, and minor 
scratches, he was uninjured. Later 
he proceded on to Lakemont. 

MeNamara's forehead was laid 
open and more than 30 stitches were 
taken by physicians to close the gap- 
ing cut. The fifth, sixth and seventh 
joints of the vertebrae were dislocate: 
in the wreck and he was suffering in- 
tense pain. | 

Has Miraculous Escape.

Blames Gossip For Plight. 

The Rev. Mr. Hight reiterated to- 
day that he was innocent and declared | 
his present plight was due to unfor- |

The state’s attorney and the cor-| 
oner, with two local physicians, left | 
today for Metropolis, where the body | 
of the minister’s wife is buried. It 
will be exhumed to make a more com- | 
plete examination. | 

Meanwhile a separate investigation 
has heen started by the officers of | 
the church of which Mr. Hight is a 


member. T rs Spr & c. I la re 
Mount Vernon, district superinte 
ent, had a long talk with Rev. Hight 
at the jail last night. 

In event that church ,officials de- 
cide that the minister is Ynjustly ac- 
cused, it is said the church will assist 
in defending him, but if the officials 
believe him guilty they will give every 
aid to the prosecution. 

Bound Over. 

Hight waived preliminary hearing 
today on a charge of murder and was 
bound over to the October term of 
circuit court. 

Thomas Sweetin, father of Wilford 
Sweetin, accused Hight in jail last 
night of poisoning his son and had to 
be quieted by attendants. 

“My wife was a good woman and 
I'll never see another like her.” the 
minister told reporters. “She helped 
me jn the church work. I never heard 
her complain. 

“There was talk, I remember now. 
about Mrs. Sweetin and me, but I 
don’t know why. 1 was not any more 
partial to her than to any other of 
the church women. She sometimes 
went with me in my automobile, but 
my wife was always along.” 

Before his death, Sweetin and his 
wife attended a church social at Ben- 
ton, and ate ice cream. Whey they 


‘returned to Ina both were taken ill, 


it was said. The Rev. Mr. Hight, who 
was a friend of the family, frequently 
called on Sweetin and helped t 
nurse him. After an illness of ten 
days Sweetin died and Mr. Hight 
preached the funeral service. 

When Mrs. Hight became: sick, a 
few weeks later, neighbors said, the 
minister nursed her with great solici- 
tude, and was with her to the end. 

The Rev. Mr. Hight is 49 years old. 
His wife was 44. Sweetin was 35 and 
Mrs. Sweetin is about the same ace.

HEAD OF LEGIO 


St. Paul, Minn., September 19.— 
(By the Associated Press.) —Promi- 
nent in the work of the American 
Legion since its incipiency, James A. 
Drain, of Washington, D. ©., was 
chosen national commander of that 
organization at the concluding session 
of its sixth annual convention today. 

Besides electing overwhelmingly the 
new commander, the convention chose 
five national vice commanders unani- 
mously and named Father Jdéseph 
Lonegan, of Durand, IIL, a Catholic 
priest national chaplain. Omaha pre- 
viously had been selected for the 1925 
convention. 

“One of the most successful con- 
ventions we have held,” one of the 
legion officials said, terming it “‘an- 
propriate after a year of great work 
under National Commander John R. 
(Juinn,” who surrendered his post to 
the new commander just before sine 
die adjournment. 

New Commander Is 54. 

A man whose close study and prac- 
tice of military problems brought 
him, through special commission, 4 
place in the American expeditionary 
force despite a tremendous physical 
handicap, will lead-the legion for the 
next year. 

Loss of his right hand in a hunting 
accident, when he was 30 years old, 
has made “Jim” Drain at 54 un- 
usually interested in the legion’s wort. 
to aid disabled soldiers, his friends 
said tonight, explaining he had d-- 
voted more than half his time the 
past three years to this work.

Wouldn’t Go to College. 

“Jim” Drain, who was born in 
Warren county, Jilinois, in 1870, wa3 
16 years old and living on a farm 
near Lineoln, Neb.. when he decided 
a college education was not worth 
while, despite his father’s insistence. 

But a few yeirg later, when he was 
employed as private secretary to A 
railroad president in the state of 
Washington, he studied and read law 
20 hours a week for two years, work- 
ing in his reom at midnight, until 


ihe was able to pass the bar examina- 


tion, 

From Seattle he moved to 
York . ime 1906 and two 
moved to Washington, D. C. But 
during his residence in the state of 
Washington he had advanced from a 
private in the state national guard 
to a brigadier general. 

During the Spanish-American war 
General Drain volunteered for active 
service and was commissioned a cap- 
tain of infantry, but did not get to 
the front. It was his long military 
experience that enabled him to “get 
into the big fight,” despite the handi- 
cap of having only one hand. 

Won Several Decorations. 

He was an orcnance officer of the 
first division and later held a similar 
post in the tank corps. For two years 
he wags American member of the 
Anglo-American tank commission. 
His decorations for war service in- 
elude the distinguished service medal. 
the cross of the Legion of Honor, and 
the cross of the King of Italy. 

General Drain was a member of the 
original caucus in Paris that formn- 
lated the general plan for the Ameri- 
ean Legion. He served two terms as 
department commander of the district 
of Washington, and has been a mem- 
ber of the national executive com- 
mittee,

MacMillan Party 
Ts Maine Harbor 
After Polar Trip 


Wiseas#et, Maine, September 19.— 
| (By the Associated Press.)—Informa-: 
| tion which will be of great yaluue to 
}navigators the world over was ob 
tained by the McMillan expedition 
into the far north, Captain Donald B. 
MacMillan, explorer, said on his ar- 
rival tonight at Monhegan Island, 32 
miles from this his home port. 

Monhegan Island, Maine, Septem- 
her 19.—Back in home waters after 
a trip that carried them to a spot 
within 11 degrees of the North Poie, 
where they were frozen in the ice 320 
days, Captain Donald B. MacMillan 
and his party of explorers have an- 
ehored their staunch little schooner 
Bowdoin here and received their first 
greeting from “home folks.” 

As the Bowdoin poked her nose into 
the waters off this island shortly be- 
fore sundown, she was m>*t by an ad- 
vance welcome party, headed by Mrs. 
Fogg, a sister of MacMilian. Later 
the explorers were taken to Island 
inn, where-a lobster dinner awaited 
them. 

Saturday morning the Bowdoin wi'l 
make the run to Wiscasset. where a 
more elaborate reception will be held 
for the explorers. 

The Bowdoin set out from Wiscas- 
set. for the frozen north in search of 
scientific data 15 months ago. For 
nearly a year the snug little craft 
was locked fast in the ice off the 
coast of north Greenland, a little 


DIES ON SCAFFOLD 


Hazelhurst, Ga., September 19.— 
Unmoved by fate and with a plea 


for God’s mercy on his lips, War- 


ren Waters, 46, mounted the gal- 
lows here and paid with his life the 
penalty exacted by the law for the 
murder of City Marshal T. A. Kersey 
here last December 8. This was the 
last legal hanging to be held in Geor- 
gia, the legislature having substitut- 
ed the electric chair as a means of ex- 
acting capital punishment. 

Walking straight to the barn, which 
sheltered a rude scaffold where he 
was to die, Waters was joined by his 
wife at the door, Not a tear did he 
shed while bidding his wife goodbye. 
Th. woman, rather frail and pallid 
from her long hours of mental strain, 
completely broke down and wept bit- 
terly. He tried to comfort her. 

Accompanied by officers, he crossed 
the threshold of the barn, shutting out 
his view of more than l, persons, 
whe crowded around the square in 
morbid interest. 

Before mounting the scaffold Wa- 
ters told officers he had a statement 
to make. 

The group of authorities, who were 
to bring death to the man sentenced 
to hang, gathered around him silently 
awaiting for him to begin. 

Makes Statement. 

“T blame Judge Highsmith with 
my plight,” he began. “Had he sent 
me to the chaingang, when I was con- 
victed of making moonshine whisky, 
I never would have been in this trou- 

le. 

: “Tl am sorry I shot Officer Kersey. 
God knows I’m sorry. ‘But I know 
that doesn’t bring his life back—and 
I’m ready to pay with mine. ; 

“Tf there are friends enough of mine 
in Hazelhurst to bury me, I want them 
to do it. I want to be buried in the 
Oak Grove Church cemetery near here. 
If the county has to bury me, it can 
do it any time. If my friends are go- 
ing to/bury me, please keep my body 
until tomorrow.” 

Still in full pessession of his nerve, 
tearless, without even a nervousness 
of the hands visible. Waters mounteJ 
the scaffold unassisted. The black 
cap was put over his head and the 
noose adjusted. 

Trap Is Sprung. 

The trap was sprung at 1:40 
o'clock. The body dropped throug}. 
In 28 minutes after he had entered 
the barn the body was cut down and 
pronounced dead. ; 

Waters arrived here at 1:10 o’ciock 
over the Southern Railway from 
Jesup, where he had been kept await- 
ing his death. Jeff Davis county, of 
which this town is the county seat, 
has no jail. 

The man’s wif2, his sole survivor, 
was in Hazelhurst today, but be 
cause of her destitue financial con- 
dition, was not able to claim the 
body. ' 

Suffering the torture of knowing 
the landscape which fleeted past his 
eves during his 60-mile journey from 
Jesup to Hazelhurst would be his last 


vision on this earth, the prisoner hore* 


the strain with suppressed emotion, 

according to Deputy Sheriff Yar 

brough, who accompanied him here. 
Criticizes Walker. 

On being taken from the Jesup 
jail this morning Waters said, “*l’m 
read to die.” 

He expressed bitterness toward 
Governor Walker for having turned 
down his plea to commute his sea- 
tence, 

“The governcr must be a _ hard: 
hearted man,” he eaid. “But I place 
my @&e in his hands. He said I 
should die—well, I’m ready to go,” 

The sentence provided that the de- 
fendant be hanged within one mile of 
the courthouse. The ordinary erected 
a scaffold several hundred yards from 
the court house, but tne owner of the 
land objected after the scaffold had 
been built, and a new structure was 
erected in a.temporary frame building 
within 50 feet of the court room, 
where the jury found the defendant 
guilty last January. Sheriff Evans 
stated this afternoon that he had 
eworn in 12 extra deputies for any 
emergency, but he said that he did 
not anticipate the least trouble. 

Marshal Slain. 

The crime for which Waters paid 
with his life, aroused the citizens in 
this section. City Marshal Kersey 
went to Waters’ home to arrest him 
for having broken his parole. Waters 
had been convicted on a charge of 
violating the state prohibition law. 

On reaching the man’s house, 
Vaters, according to the evidence, 
shot the officer with a single-barrel 
shotgun. After Kersey fell, Waters, 
it was shown, poured another load of 
lead into the man’s body. 

The slayer escaped, but was cap- 
tured by officers within 24 hours after 
the crime. Feeling, which ran high, 
was suppressed upon his conviction 
and sentence to death. 

Waters’ case was appealed to the 
supreme court and the sentence of 
the lower court was sustained. The 
governor refused to interfere. 

The prisoner, having been convict- 
ed before the abolition of the rope in 
Georgia, died in accordance with the 
law in force at the time of his trial. 


“READY TO DIE,” 
WATERS DECLARES. 

Jesup, Ga., September 
ready to go.” 

Cool, indifferent, unimpressed and 
resigned to his fate, Warren Waters, 
o6, sentenced to die today for the the

MANCHURIAN ARMY 
BEGINS OFFENSIVE. 

London, September 19.—Chang Tso 
Lin’s Manchurian army began its of- 
fensive against Pekin Friday by shell- 
ing the strategetic city of Shankaiku- 
an, located on the great wall, accord- 
ing to Central News dispatches from 
Tientsin. s 

Two persons were killed by the shell 
fire, a Chinese banker and a clerk. 


Twenty-five members of the foreign 
colony joined in urging their consuls 
to protest to the Manchurian war lord 
asainst the attack on Shankaikuan, 
basing their complaint on the ground 
that Shankaikuan is a neutral city. 


The ‘forniag Fost’s Tientsin cor- 
respondent states that Russians are 
being recruited into Chang Tso Lin’s 
forces at Harbin and Mukden. There 
are thousands of Russians in the zone, 
many of whom were officers and sol- 
diers under the czarist regime in Rus- 
sla. 

Strict censorship has been impo::d 
on the northern front. 

Dispatches received here from the 
Orient indicate that the victorious ad- 
vance of Chi Hsien Yuan on Shang- 
hai has encouraged the Pekin leaders, 
who feel that General Lu Yung Hsi- 
ang will be disposed of. 


GEN. CHANG CLAIMS 
DECISIVE SUCCESSES. 

Tokio, September 20.—In a com- 
munique issued in Mukden, Chang 
Tso-Lin, the Manchurian leader, 
claims decisive successes over the 
forces of the central government of 
Pekin at Jehol, north of Pekin, and 
on the Chihli border between Chin- 
chow on the Pekin-Mukden railway 
in Manchuria and Chaoyang in Chihli, 
according to press dispatches received 
here. 

Chang also says his second and 
fourth armies, which are crossing the 
Yhihli border, captured large quan- 
tities of munitions at Fubhsinsin, a 
emall border yillage.

“T have made trips out of the city, 
but I have never had to stop at a hos- 
pital to recuperate on my way back,” 
he said. 

“I have never had to have assist- 
ance to leave the city hall; I have‘al- 
ways been able to walk out on my 
own feet and under my own steam,” 
he declared. 

“T have never disgraced my trust 
by taking a drink in the office of 
mayor as long as I have occupied it,” 
he continued. 

The mayor called upon the people to 
rebuke the attack upon him by return- 
ing him to the office by an overwhelm- 
ing vote on September 24. 

Hits Opponent’s Record. 

The speaker then addressed himself 
to the official record of his opponent, 
reviewing his series of tax increases, 
one during each ow the four years of 
his administration, the mayor de- 
clared. 

He charged double-dealing by Key 
with the fire department, alleging that 
he had secured the support and votes 
of the firemen with a promise of gal- 
ary increases and then had refused to 
make them while at the same time ap- 
proving an increase of $2,000 a year 
in his own salary, more than the total 
annual salary of any fireman. 
The mayor ridiculed Key's claims 
of public improvements, asserting that 
he had bought the Commercial High 
school but had not paid for it; bought 
two little fire engine houses which 
he did not pay for: built a “chicken 
coop” in the front yard of city hall 
for a public comfort station, but had 
left no record of paved streets, water 
mains or sewer mains. 
“But he did hire plenty of people 
to do what little work was done,” the 
mayor asserted. “He had the city 
hall full of them, in the halls, in the 
garret and in the cellar, and still he 
claims that he is for economy in goy- 
ernment.” 

Ridicules Key Charge. 

The mayor resorted again to ridi- 
cule in replying to Key’s charge that 
he had abolished the mechanical en- 
gineering department and thus put the 
people at the mercy of the gas and 
electric interests. 

“That shows he did not know any 
more about. what was going on at city 
hall after he left it than he did the 
four years he was in it.” the mayor 
declared. “He does not know that 
your city electrician inspects the gaa 
every day and makes a report on it 
and is getting better results than ever 
before. and by 4oing it is saving the 
city the $10,000 a year that used to 
go to the mechanical engineering de- 
partment.” 

The mayor recalled the charge 
made early in the campaign, and 
which Key was at the same hour re- 
viving, that his economy program wos 
responsible for a biz increase in infant 
mortality during 1923. The mayor 
asserted that the charge was utterlr 
untrue and that he had in his pos- 
session a letter from the city health 
officer. Dr. J. P. Kennedy, proving 
that it was untrue. 

The mayor explained that it was 
impossible to levy an emergency tax 
to meet the school emergency this year 
because the law had been changed 
after Key left office to prohibit emer- 
gency taxes and that an increased 
water rate, combined with a loan from 
the banks, was the only way to avert 
closing of schools for four months of 
this year. 

The mayor defended himself and the 
Georgia Railway & Power Company 
against Key’s attacks, asserting that 
the power company, as well as The 
Constitution, were supporting him 
“inst like most people are, because 
there is no one else in the race for 
them to support.”

Increase in Mortality Rate. 


“The large increase in the infant 
mortality rate during the present ad- 
ministration is due largel yto Mayor 
Sims’ alleged economy program,” 
charged Key. “Figures show § that 
during 1923, Atlanta’s infant mor- 
tality rate was the largest in the 
United States, and the same figures 
also show that during the past year, 
there were 567 deaths,.or a rate of 
14.35 per cent, as compared with 
the highest year of my administra- 
tion, when 443 deaths made the rate 
12.66 per cent. 


“The reason for that increase is 
easily explained. In accordance with 
what he termed an economy policy. 
His Honor, the mayor, fired several 
inspectors from the sanitary and 
health department, and took automo- 
biles away from several others. As 
soon as he saw the huge mistake he 
had made, he put the autos back, but 
the damage already had been done.” 

Key also stated that at present so 
many complaints are received by the 
sanitary department that employees 
have no time to supervise any sort of 
work, as their entire time must be 
spent in listening to complaints. 


Increase for Firemen. 


Another charge made by Key was 
that Sims prevented an increase in 


ment so that he could hold the pro- 
posed raise as a club over their heads 
by stating that they, would not re- 
ceive the increase unless they voted 
for him. 


Key, representing himself as a life- 
long friend of the laboring man, 
stated, “My hopes and aspirations al- 
ways have been those of the laboring 
man. I have been at the side. of the 
organized laboring man in every fight 
for the last 25 years, and J] bear the 
sears of those battles even tonight. 
So terribly have I been injured in 
those fights that I am hardly able to 
stand before you now.” 

Several instances in which he had 
fought cases of laborers were cited by 
Key, and included some growing out 
of the street car strike of 1916. 

Raps Walter Taylor. 

Key again rapped City Clerk Wal- 

ter Taylor, calling him “the minister 
plenipotentiary and envoy extraor- 
dinary of the power eompany—tle 
man who dishes out the money.” 
He reviewed a number of other is- 
sues in the campaign, including the 
negro school proposition, public com- 
fort station, school problems, water 
rate increase, and Armistead and 
Stigall cases, and again accused Sims 
of being a candidate of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company. 


Regarding tne water rate hike, Key 
said: “Mayor Sims killed the bill for 
tax to raise money for 
school@ by telling members of the leg- 
islature that other means had been 
provicec Under a tax, the power 
company would have had to pay its 
share, but instead the water rates were 
raised, and now the power company 
doesn't have to pay anything.

run our police cepartment.” 

He charged that a measure is 
pending now to place control of schools 
in a committee of council, and said, 
“that will mean putting our schools 
back into the hands of that bunch.

IN WOMAN'S DEATH 


Gibson, Ga., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.) —An accidental shot killed Hat- 
tie Wimberly, about 25, of AuguSta, 
whose body was found floating in the 
Ogeechee river about two weeks ago, 
Eugene Snider, accused ot murdering 
the woman, told officers here today.

“I am 34 years old and up to about 
six months ago bore a good reputa- 
tion. J] have been a hard worker, 
supported my family and paid my 
debts and have had good credit for one 
of my means. Within the last six 
months I fear my conduct has not been 
approved by the best people in my 
community. I do not myself approve 
of it and I make full and complete 
confession of my misconduct. 

“Still, I beg the public to believe 
me when I say I am not guilty of mut- 
der. Nothing has been further from 
my thought and intent than to com- 
mit murder. 

“Hattie Wimberly was not mur- 
dered by menor anyone else. She 
was killed by an accidental shot in 
the presence of several witnesses, and 
though I did not know what county 
I was in, my first impulse was to cal] 
the sheriff and coroner of the county 
and tell the whole truth.

CONVICTION INVALD 
RUTHENBORG CLANS 


Lansing, Mich., September 19.— 
Charles E. Ruthenborg, under convic- 
tion on a charge of violating the 
Michigan anti-syndicalism act, today 
filed a brief with the state supreme 
court asking tbat his conviction be 
set aside. : 

Ruthenborg, with 16 others, was 
arrested when federal and local offi- 


cers raided a “convention” of the 
communist party near Bridgeman, 
Berrien county, in August, 1922. 
Sixty others alleged to have partici- 
pated in the meeting, but who were 
not apprehended in the raid, were 
indicted with Ruthenborg and his 
companions. The list includes Wil- 
liam Z. Foster, Rose Pastor Stokes, 
Ben Gitlow and others. Ruthenborg 
and Foster were tried in the Berrien 
circuit. court. Ruthenborg was con- 
victed and the jury in Foster’s case 
Foster will probably not 
be retried nor will any of the other 
indicted persons be placed on trial un- 
til the supreme court has passed on 
Ruthenborg’s appeal, which will be 
heard, it is expected, in the October 
term of court. 

In his brief Rothenborg contends 
that the Michigan syndicalism act is 
unconstitutional ; that a juror preju- 
diced against him was permitted to 
sit in the trial; that evidence seized 
in the raid and used against him was 
secured by illegal search and seizure 
und that there were errors in the trial 
procedure and charge to the jury. 

The brief charges that the question 
involved is not so much the teachings 
and beliefs of the communists as their 
right or right of any other group to 
assemble peaceably. 

“The conviction in this case ¢an- 


not be upheld withont doing violence 
to the basic principles of our law,” 
the brief declares. “It is immeasur- 
ably of greater social interest for 
this court to uphold the integrity of 
the law—to declare that our constitu- 
tional and criminal law does not 
mean one thing for communists and 
something else for others—than it is 
to pronounce a sentence of outlawry 
upon the communists and communism, 

“Prosecutions of this nature are 
inherently at odds with our jurisprn- 
dence. The Michigan criminal statute 
is one of the flood of similar laws 
enacted in response to the ‘anti-red’ 
hysteria provoked by the Russian rev- 
olution. Only on the Pacific coast 
have these laws been invoked to any 
extent against the I. W. W. Convic- 
tions under criminal syndicalism and 
criminal anarchy statutes, even in 
cases charging direct inoffensive doc- 
trines, have been sustained by the 
high courts in only a few states. 
“This is the only instance within 
our knowledge in which a reviewing 
court has been called upon to consider 
the felony of ‘assembling.’ ” 


US CHEMISTS TEST 
OER MADE BY HL 


Washington, September 19.—Inter- 
nal revenue bureau chemists today 
tested a quantity of cider belonging 
to Representative John Philip Hill, of 
Maryland, preparatory to making a 
report on its alcoholic content to Pro- 
hibition Commissioner Haynes. Just 
what “kick” they found, if any, they 
declined to say.

This 
was cousiderably less than the aver- 
age speed maintained in other jumps 
on the flight, the lengthened time be- 
ing caused by a strong head-wind 
which the fliers were forced to battle 
with almost constantly from Musko- 
gee to Dallas. 


The fliers were piloted to Love field 
by a synadron which met them after 
they had passed Sherman, 6 miles 
north ct Dallas. 

The fliers and escort did not come 
direct tu the field, but first passed 
over llighland Park,» a suburb, and 
then circled over Dallas proper, giving 
the entire citizenship an opportunity 
to witness a portion of the epoch-mak- 
ing flight. « 

The men were first greeted by a 
large number of former buddies and 
then be the official welcoming com- 
mittee headed by Mayor Blaylock, and 
others.

BRITAIN BACKS SOVIET 
IN WRANGELL CLAIMS 


Moscow, September 
Associated Press.)—Soviet officials 
officials expressed satisfaction over 
the success of the expedition on the 
armed transport Krasny Oktiabr (red 
Octoter), in planting the red flag on 
Wrangell island, off northern Siberia, 


taking formal posression in behalf of 
the soviet republic. 

They believe this action will settle 
the status of the island, which has been 
in dispute for more than a half cen- 
tury, rejecting the suggestion that 
final adjudication should be referred 
to the league of nations with the dec- 
laration that both historically and eth- 
nically the island belongs to Russia. 
They regard it as an important base 
for a wireless station and depot of 
supply in the event of war. 

It now develops that Great Britain 
recognized Russia's righttothe island 
in the recent negotiations in London. 
The dispatch of the armed transport 
bearing a company of infantry, im- 
mediately followed this agreement. Al- 
though the soviets have never had the 
opportunity of surveying and apprais- 
ing the resources of the island the gov- | 
ernment is prepared to lease it to 
Americans or others for developimur, 
provided Russia is given an adequate 
participation in the revenues. 

A good part of Wrangell island is 
barren, but portions produce excellent 
furs and fish. It also has a certain 
potential value in the event of the lay- 
ing of an intercontinental railway be- 
tween America and Asia.

Russia is sending a scientific expedi- 
tion to Wrangell island headed by 
the well-known geodetic expert, David- 
off, chief of the navigation department

the island for several months, during 
which Davidoff and his assistants 
will chart the coast line and interior 
and make a complete survey of the 
material resources and other features.

It costs less of course for the de- 
livery of ocean cargoes going into 
the ports of South America. 

And yet, paradoxical as seems the 

situation, south Atlantic ports are 
discriminated against by a higher 
freight rate upon export commodi- 
ties than from the north Atlantic 
ports. 
. This is unfair, and the south At- 
lantic ports are combining again to 
remedy the discrimination if pos- 
sible.

A Wholly Volunteer Army. 

But the spirit of "98 is still glowing 
within them—the spirit that made 
every mother’s son of them a volun- 
teer soldier. When we responded to 
the call of President McKinley there 
was no occasion for anybody to sug- 
gest a draft or a selective conscript 
act, And that is the enduring fame 
of these Spanish war veterans—that 
every one of them was a ready and 
willing offerer of hig all to his coun- 
try. 

It suffered horribly all through Its 
service—brief as that war was—from 
the almost indefensible unprepared- 
ness of our government to enter upon 
any sort of military campaign—ag- 
gressive or defensive, domestic or for- 
eign, 


Blunders and Crimes. 

Those who lived in that day and 
whose memories are not decadent, or 
too convenient, recall painfully the 
amazing blunders that ensued from 
that lack of preparedness and the 
crimes of incompetency and graft that 
it caused to the everlasting shame of 
the nation. 

As a chaplain in that war, charged 
with supervision of the physical and 
moral welfare of troops in camp and 
field, I was daily witness to the un- 
necessary hardships, the sufferings 
and deaths suffered by valiant young 
Americans—all due to the fact that 
their government was unequipped to 
properly care for them. 

Therefore, with practically every 
one of my surviving comrades, I am 
indignant when sentimenta), non-com- 
batant “pacifists,” so-called, decry and 
denounce a national stock-taking to 
ascertain our competency in any emer- 
gency to safeguard our liberties and 
institutions. 

We Are All for Peace. 

The unanimous sentiment of these 
veterans is all for peace. We know 
what war is and that the glories of 
it are negligible compared with its 
moral poisons, its cruelties and its 
horrors. We pray as fervently as any 
professional pacifist that yawps 
around us that wars may be no more 
and “the sword shall not devour for- 
ever.”’ 

But, if war should come, we do not 
want our sons and grandsons to suf- 
fer in it as we did because of a lack 
of sane and safe-guarding prepared- 
ness. We believe, with all the great 
guardians of American independence 
und institutions, from Washington and 
John Adams down to Pershing that 
“the best insurance for peace is to be 
prepared for war!” 

And so we have resolved!

In this article reference 
is made to the fact that every county 
along the route (referring to the Grif- 
fin-Thomaston-Butler-Ellaville route) 
are cooperating to construct an all-the- 
year highway between Atlanta and 
southwest Georgia, it being inferred, 
if not stated, that the counties on the 
Atlanta-Macon route are not cooperat- 
ing in the construction of this road. 

I am inclosing a detailed statement 
of just what has been done and is be- 
ing done on both the Atlanta-Macon 
and the Atlanta-Griffin-Thomaston- 
Americus routes. It can be seen from 
this statement that each county on 
both of these highways is bending 
every effort toward the completion of 
these two highways. The records 
show that the entire route between At- 
lanta and Macon hag been graded, 
drained and top soiled with the excep- 
tion of the -road from Barnesville to 
the Monroe county line, and this was 
recently let to contract. The records 
also show that the section of road in 
Fulton and Bibb counties, as well as 
Spalding, have been paved and that 
recently contract was awarded for the 
construction of nine and five-tenths 
miles of pavement in Clayton county 
and three and five-tenthe miles in 
Monroe county. 

The truth of the matter is, the tre- 


between Atlanta and Macon makes it 
almost impossible to keep this road in 
good repair even under favorable 
weather conditions and absolutely 
hopeless during the recent continuous 
rains. Using this road as an illus- 
tration of the work being done by the 
maintenance department, admitting 
that this road was badly cut up and 
mud and slush from one end to the 
other from the rains of Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday, on Wednesday 
afternoon I drove from Macon in my 
car to Atlanta, a distance of 96 miles, 
in three hours’ time. The road had 
been put in good conditiun from end 
to end Wednesday, the first day that 
work could be performed on this road 
after the rains, 

The people of Georgia must be in- 
formed as to the necessary expense 
which must be incurred in paving our 
main highways. When the public is 
thoroughly informed as to this fact 
they will realize how woefully small 
the amount of money which we now 
have as compared with what is really 
needed, really is.

_ dustice Hines listed protection of life, 
liberty and property, the right that 
mone of these three shall be taken 
iiway except- through due process of 
4nw, and the right to worship accord- 
ing to the dictates of conscience. 


Duty of Government. 


Té ig the sole duty of government te 
protect the individual’s life, liberty 


and property, said the speaker. When | 


government goes beyond these bounds, 
it oversteps its prerogatives. It is 
the duty of law to uphold that clause 
of the constitution which provides for 
every man an open public trial, and 
guarantees every legal protection and 
safeguard when he is accused of crime. 

“No body of men have the right to 
enforce law save through the orderly 
processes of law,” said the distinguished 
jurist, “and if they seek to go outside 


the law, they themselves become out- | 


laws.” 

Freedom of worship, the right to 
worship as the individual sees fit, is 
not created by the constitution, he 
said, but is an inherent rizht of man 
recognized by the constitution. 

“Religious freedom, 
under the constitution,” \ he 
and the Gentile. the Catholic and Pro- 
testant, the Mohammedan, 
nostic, the infidel alike. 

Must Be Tolerant. 

“T know that it is hard, sometimes, 
for men who are convinced that their 
form of religious belief is the only 
true form, to exercise religious toler- 
ance, but if we would uphold the con- 
stitution, it must be done. 


“When men, carried away by frenzy | 
—probably with upright intentions— | 


say that a man shall not be elected to 
office because of his religious views, 
they are invading the sanctity of the 
foundation of our government—the 
constitution.” 


Justice Hines then pointed out that | 


there are two specific classes of citi- 
zens.whose special duty it is to uphold 
and protect the constitution—the o 
fice-holders and the legal profegsion. 


all of whom take a specific oath when | 


they are inducted into office or admit- 
ted to the bar, to unhold its provisions. 

“Yet,” he said, “we find today pol- 
iticians seeking office by pandering 
to organizations which undertake to 
tread down these great rights.” 

Deplores Centralized Government. 

Justice Hines, turning to considera- 
tion of the federal constitution, de- 
plored the modern tendency ioward 
centralization of government. He said 
that while he had for many years ad- 
vocated prohibition and woman’s suf- 
frage, these were matters which right- 
fully should be left to the states to 
handle, and they had no business be- 
ing incorporated in the federal consti- 
tution as amendments. 

Similarly, he stated that the 20th 
amendment, now proposed, which 
places in the hands of congress the 
right to control, supervise or forbid the 
work of all persons under 18, does not 
belong in the constitution and he con-
